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Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  during  August  was  estimated  at 
76, 115,000  gallons — the  largest  August  output  since  i960,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
reports.  This  is  3 percent  more  than  in  August  1970  and  fractionally  above  the 
August  production  two  years  earlier.  Seasonally,  output  declined  5 percent  from 
July  to  August,  compared  with  6 percent  at  this  time  last  year  and  8 percent  in 
1969*  Production  during  the  first  eight  months  of  1971  is  1 percent  larger  than 
the  January-August  total  a year  ago,  but  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  1969* 

Temperatures  during  August  averaged  above  normal  northwest  of  a line  from 
Arizona  to  the  Dakotas  and  below  normal  over  most  of  the  area  southeast  of  that 
line.  Freezing  temperatures  occurred  in  the  high  Rockies  and  some  northern  sec- 
tions of  Wyoming  and  Michigan  on  the  24th . 

Compared  with  August  1970;  ice  cream  production  was  larger  in  all  regions 
except  the  East  North  Central,  where  it  was  3 percent  smaller  and  the  South  Central, 
where  it  was  down  1 percent.  Increases  ranged  from  1 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic 
States  to  l6  percent  in  the  Mountain.  Output  was  up  5 percent  in  both  the  West 
North  Central  and  South  Atlantic  Regions  and  12  percent  in  the  pacific.  In  the 
three  leading  ice  cream-producing  states,  production  was  up  1 percent  in  New  York, 

4 percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  13  percent  in  California. 

From  July  to  August,  ice  cream  production  declined  in  all  regions  except  the 
Mountain,  where  it  advanced  7 percent  and  the  pacific,  where  it  increased  2 percent. 
Declines  varied  from  3 percent  in  both  Atlantic  Regions  to  13  percent  in  the  South 
Central.  Output  was  off  4 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States  and  10  percent 
in  the  East  North  Central.  In  the  three  leading  states,  production  was  down  2 
percent  in  New  Y-  rk,  held  about  stead;,'  in  Pennsylvania,  but  was  up  3 percent  in 
California.  Seasonal  decreases  occurred  in  all  important  producing  states  except 
Maine,  Kansas,  Virginia,  Florida,  Idaho,  Colorado,  Arizona  and  Utah .

Output 
during  the  first  eight  months  this  year  is  1 percent  above  the  January -August  total 
last  year,  but  4 percent  below  1969. 

Production  declined  15  percent  from  July  to  August  this  year,  compared  with 
10  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  lb  percent  tvo  years  ago.  Sherbet 
output  declined  sharply  from  the  preceding  month  In  all  regions  except  the  pacific. 

Compared  with  August  1970,  production  increased  only  in  the  West.  Decreases 
occurred  throughout  the  rest  of  the  country.

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United  States  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  ma.de  with  fats 
and  oils  other  than  milkfat  during  August  was  estimated  at  4, 865,000  gallons - -down 
7 percent  from  August  last  year  and  14  percent  from  August  two  years  earlier. 

Total  production  through  August  this  year  is  5 percent  less  than  during  the  first 
eight  months  of  1970  and  11  percent  below  1969. 

Output  declined  10  percent  from  July  to  August  this  year,  compared  with  8 
percent  between  these  months  in  both  1970  and  1969*  Production  decreased  sharply 
from  July  to  August  in  most  important  Mellorine -producing  states. 

Compared  with  August  1970.,  increases  in  Mellorine  output  in  Missouri,  Alabama, 
Arizona  and  Oregon  were  more  than  offset  by  decreases  in  all  other  major -producing 
states .
